A Copy of ihe Commissioners' Resolve 


Sent to the Saloonkeepers. 
It 


Calls attention to the Signed 


Agreement and Says It 


Will Be Enforced. 


The license commissioners Lara taken 


the first step to enforce the saloonmen'a 
agreement that the selling of beer in pails 
shall be prohibited. 


The commissioners have been receiving 


complaints against some of1 the saloonmen 
for violation of their agreement und yes- 
terday a copy of the resolve of the com- 
missioners in writing to grant fourth 
class licenses was sent to all holders of 
fourth class license. 
The resolve simply 


says that fourth class licenses are granted 
with the understanding and in accordance 
with the required agreement of the sa- 
loonmen that beer should not be sold in 
pails and pitchers. This resolve will be 
enforced. 


The provisioDS of the fourth-class li- 


cense give the holders the right to sell 
beer in pails if he so chooses, but it is the 
belief that the saloonmen will live up t0 
their agreement not to sell because of the 
future results of their breach of faith. 


Investigation today showed that the sa- 


loons which have broken the agreement 
began to honor it after receiving tbe re- 
solve signed by O. W. Dennett.

The Massachusetts oarsman led through- 


out. Evidently he had Howell'a meas- 
urement by time. The half mile stake 
was reached in three minutes and five 
seconds. Ten Eyck was a length ahead, 
and though Howell spurted gamely, he 
could not overtake the leader. It was a 
close race, Ten Eyck winning by a half 
length in eight minutes and thirty-six 
seconds, which, prior to Biackstaffe'a 
achievement this morning, was record 
time. 


The three-quarters stake was reached in 


4 minutes and 49 seconds, and the mile 
stake in 6 minutes and 27 seconds. 


Ten Eyck's victory was received in al 


most ominous silence. 
He has fatally 


prejudiced Henleyites against him by his 
alleged secret trials and by suspicion o:

Two of Largest Coal Operators It 


Pittsburg Head Agreement 


MINERS DOUBTFUL AS TO RESULT. 


Commission.However.Satisfied 


With Progress Made. 


Pittsburg, July 16.—Yesterday was (le- 


veled to hard work on the part of^he 
Joint arbitration cornmlssioin in their ef- 
forts to- secure true uniformity In this 
district as suggested by W. P. De Ar- 
mitt, and all express themselves as well 
satisfied with the progress made. Two 
of the largest operators in the district, 
W. P. De Armitt and Francis L. Rob- 
bins, have consented to head the list, 
and the commissioners feel satisfied that 
the other operators will soon fall in line. 


It is claimed by the miners' officials, 


however, that the understanding was 
that the agreement meant 9^-per cent oi 
the output of the district, whereas it is 
now said to mean 95 per cent of the 
operators. They gay it will be absolutely 
impossible to get 95 per cent of the 
^operators, as there are a great man 
operators mining on a small scale. 
President Dolan sai<* that while he would 
do all in his power to assist the commis- 
sioners in securing the signatures of the 
operators to the agreement, he thought 
the proposition was a scheme of Presi- 
dent De Armit's to keep his men at work 
and proleng the strike. 


General Little of the Ohio arbitration 


board said that every obstacle had been 
removed In the way of a settlement 
along- the lines proposed, and that he 
had not fceard of any operators who 
would not sign. 


Commissioner Edward Ridgely and 


Horace Calef of Illinois have gone to 
Chicago to see Colonel W. P. Rend and 
J. W. Ellsworth, and if possible induce 
Colonel Rend to return to Pittsburg and 
use his influence among the operators 
to have th« agreement signed.

of the commissioners, left for Terra 
Haute this morning to see J. Smith Tal- 
ley to secure his oo-operatlon. Mr. Tal- 
ley is a. heavy purchaser of Pittsburg 
coal. 


Last evening the commission sent a 


telegram to Senator Mark Hanna asking 
him to lend his apsiatance in having the 
agreement aclr.pted. 


HOTTliSX IW 'TEN YEAKS. 


Hyde Park Has Quite a Fire and CalU 


For Outside Assistance. 


Hyde Park, Mass., July 16.—The hot- 


test flre seen in this town for 10 years oc- 
curred last evening, causing a IOSH of 
from J18.060 to (20,000. The flre started 
in the livery stable of J. C. Chaddock 
on Nott street in some hay on the main 
floor, and as the fire department was 
answering- a still alarm at the opposite 
end of the town at the time, the flames 
made good headway before the firemen 
got to work upon them. Three alarms 
were sounded, and assistance was asked 
from Milton, which sent a steamer, hose 
and truck, and from Boston, which sent 
two steamers and a combination wagon 
from the Dorchester station. 


In the Chaddock stable there were 


dome 65 horses and 100 carriages, sleighs, 
etc., all the horses being saved, together 
with most of the vehicles. The building, 
which was owned by William B. Ryan at 
Boston, was totally burned. The fire 
spread to Isaac L. Ryans stable adjoin- 
ing, arid a'building occupied by Waltei 
G. Lugton as 2. blacksmith shop and by 
Noyes-& Elliot, carpenters. and> soon

Then the flames leaped across the street 
and seized upon the house of J. W. Hud- 
son, 
occupied up stairs by Mr. Hudscti 


OR a dwelling and on the lower floor by a 
blacksmith shop. 


The roof of this building was burned 


off and the wind sent a shower of sparks 
down upon the row of about a dozen 
houses along Fierce street, several oi 
•which were on fire at one time. The 
.losses to these houses, however, are 
very slight. Bucket brigades were Im- 
provised and stationed upon the roofs ot 
nearly all the buildings fndang-ered, and 
the men thus employed did most effec- 
tive work In saving property. Eight 
-men were engaged with buckets on the 
roof of Mahoney's express buildlnsr, ad 
Joining the Lugton building, when one ol 
them fell to fhe ground, breaking his 
wrist and sustaining- other slight injur 
irs. In his fall he dropped bis buckel 
on the head of a boy named William 
Gunn, causing a bad wound. The boy's 
Injuries are not fatal.

criminately and willingly sworn into the 
good service of making a better Williams- 
town. College people and towns people 
wire there, and, as Dr. Baacom, the presi- 
dent of the association, said, there was no 
snobbishness.

The matter was reported to the company 
Thursday and Superintendent Neary 
promptly remedied the trouble.

operation in various sections. While tin 
margin of profits is small, business is on t. 
solid foundation, and the outlook is hope- 
ful and encouraging in every direction 
The grain crop is promising, money ii 
abundant and collections are easy." 


It will be noted that this very eminent 


Democratic authority says that manu- 
facturers' profits are small under tht 
McKinley law, and it does not claim thai 
tbe protective duties are added to the 
profits of manufacturers, but rather con- 
tradicts this assertion. It will also be 
noted that this very high Democratic au- 
thority says that "money is abundant 
and that collections are easy." 


Edward Atkinson, the most noted free 


trade writer in this country, in an article 
in tbe May Forum, 1892, said: "There ha- 
never been a period In the history of this 
or any other country, where the general 
rate of wages was as high as it is now, or 
the prices of goods relatively to the wages 
as low as they are today, nor a period 
when the workingman in the strict sense 
of tbe word, has so fully secured to his 
own use and enjoyment, such a steadily 
and progressively increasing proportion of 
a constantly increasing product."

so abundant, or when wages were so high, 
whether measured by tbe currency in 
which they were paid, or by their power 
to supply the necessaries and comforts of 
life."

Surviv- 
ing corporation's and individuals are con- 
tent to keep in hand the money that 
they are usually anxious to loan, and 
those engaged in legitimate business are 
surprised to find that securities they offer 
for loans, though heretofore satisfactory, 
are no longer accepted. Values supposed 
to be fixed are fast becoming conjectural, 
and loss and failure nave involved every 
branch of business." 


It would be hard to find any more posi- 


tive evidence of the blighting effects of 
the threat of free trade than this evidence 
of a, Democratic, free trade' president, 
with both branches of congress in accord 
with his free trade views to make the 
threat a fact.

116,306. 


In 1892 our consumption per capita of 


wheat was 6.91 bushels, of corn 80.33 
nishels, of cotton 24.03 pounds. In 1894 
jur per capita consumption of wheat was 
i 41 bushels, a loss to the farmer's market 
if 42 per cent; of corn 22.76 bushels, a loss 
to the farmer's market of 25 per cent; of 
cotton 15.91 pounds, a loss to the farmer's 
market of 44 per cent. 


The value of domestic wool produced in 


1S92

have we not sense enough to adequately 
defend our industries against all forms of 
foreign competition, and restore the con- 
ditions of 1892 for employers, farmers and 
wage earners ? In 1895 we foolishly voted 
to have the things that we want to con- 
sume produced in other countries. Our city 
warehouses, crowded with foreign pro- 
ducts both agricultural and manufactured, 
only show too well that we have got just 
what we voted for.

The Summer Flood of 1856, 


Editor Gere of the Northampton Gaz- 


ette is old enough to recall that the most 
interesting summer flood of which there is 
any record took place in August, 1856. 
Between four and six inches of rain fell 
during the storm, which started on Au- 
gust 19 and lasted through to August 23. 
This fall of rain was not so remarkable for 
its intensity in any one spot, as for the 
great area of the precipitation, which ex- 
tended all over New England and New 
York. Thus at Lowell 3.47 inches fell dur- 
ing tbe storm; at Worcester 4.6 inches; and 
at New Haven 3.11 inches. This sudden 
downpour caused the rivers to rise with a 
rush. On the Hudson hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars were lost; on the Harlem 
railroad 15 bridges were carried away, and 
washouts and floods were reported from 
all quarters. On Tuesday of that mem- 
orable week the water in the Connecticut 
stood four feet above low water mark. It 
was eight feet above at 7 p. m. "Wednes- 
day; at 7 a. m. on Thursday the height 
was 16 feet, and at 5 o'clock Thursday 
afternoon it stood at ISj feet, the high- 
est record for the flood. The total rain 
fall for August up to the morning of the 
23d was 10.5 inches. The greatest depth 
of water on the Holyoke dam was 11 feet.
